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U.S.  horticultural  product  exports  in  fiscal  year  (FY)  1  998  totaled  $10.3  billion,  down  3  percent  from 
FY  1997.  The  strong  U.S.  dollar,  Japan's  economic  recession,  and  the  economic  crisis  in  other  Asian 
countries  are  reasons  for  the  lower  exports.  Record  sales  to  Canada  and  Mexico  partially  offset  lower 
exports  to  Japan  and  other  Asian  countries.  Sales  to  Canada,  the  top  U.S.  market,  reached  a  record 
$3.05  billion  in  FY  1998,  6  percent  above  FY  1997.  Products  showing  the  largest  gains  to  Canada 
in  FY  1  998  were  fresh  vegetables,  up  1 0  percent  to  $719  million,  and  fruit  and  vegetable  juices,  up 
12  percent  to  $261  million.  Sales  to  the  European  Union  (EU),  the  second  largest  market,  totaled 
$2.17  billion,  or  about  the  same  as  the  FY  1997  value.  Higher  fresh  fruit  and  wine  sales  to  the  EU 
offset  lower  exports  of  tree  nuts.  Exports  to  Japan,  the  third  largest  U.S.  market,  decreased  8  percent 
in  FY  1998  to  $1.68  billion,  due  to  the  strong  U.S.  dollar  and  weak  Japanese  economy.  This  is  the 
third  straight  year  that  U.S.  exports  to  Japan  decreased.  Essential  oils  and  fresh  citrus  accounted  for 
the  largest  reductions  in  exports  to  Japan.  Sales  to  Mexico,  the  fourth  largest  market,  reached  a  record 
$555  million  in  FY  1  998,  1  7  percent  above  the  previous  year's  value.  Products  with  the  largest  gains 
were  dried  and  dehydrated  vegetables  (up  $32  million)  and  potato  chips  (up  $13  million).  U.S. 
horticultural  product  exports  in  FY  1999  are  forecast  at  $10.1  billion,  2  percent  below  the  FY  1998 
value.  A  slowdown  in  sales  to  Canada  is  possible  because  the  U.S.  dollar  has  appreciated  against  the 
Canadian  dollar.  Furthermore,  the  continued  economic  recession  in  Japan  and  the  continued  weakness 
in  other  Asian  economies  will  hamper  exports  to  Asia.  On  the  positive  side,  horticultural  exports 
continue  benefiting  from  the  Uruguay  Round  and  NAFTA  tariff  reductions,  USDA's  Market  Access 
Program  activities,  and  export  credit  guarantees. 
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Export  Summary 

U.S.  exports  of  horticultural  products  to  all  countries  in  September  totaled  $783  million,  down  16 
percent  from  the  same  month  a  year  earlier.  Ten  out  of  1  5  categories  registered  decreases.  Categories 
with  the  most  significant  decreases  in  September  were  tree  nuts  (down  $106.6  million  or  55  percent) 
and  miscellaneous  products  (down  $26.9  million  or  13  percent).  The  categories  with  the  most 
significant  increases  were  frozen  vegetables  (up  $5.8  million  or  17  percent)  and  fruit  and  vegetable 
juices  (up  $5.6  million  or  1 1  percent).  The  total  value  of  complete  FY  1 998  (October-September)  U.S. 
horticultural  exports  was  $10.3  billion-3  percent  below  FY  1997.

New  Zealand  moves  closer  to  privatizing 
Kiwifruit  Marketing  Board 

Kiwifruit  New  Zealand  (KNZ)  is  likely  to  be  the 
first  of  New  Zealand's  statutory  producer 
boards  to  transform  itself  into  a  grower-owned 
private  company,  according  to  a  recent  report 
from  the  U.S.  Agricultural  Attache  in 
Wellington.  Formerly  known  as  the  Kiwifruit 
Marketing  Board,  KNZ  has  undergone 
significant  change  over  the  past  two  years  as 
it  implemented  recommendations  made  in  the 
1995  Industry  Review.  Full  corporatization  of 
KNZ  will  require  an  amendment  to  the  Primary 
Products  Marketing  Act,  an  action  the  KNZ 
hopes  to  have  completed  by  April  1,  1999. 
Last  year.  New  Zealand  was  the  world's  largest 
kiwifruit  producer  and  exporter,  accounting  for 
28  percent  of  total  world  production  and  38 
percent  of  world  exports. 

Japan  lettuce  &  tomato  team  examines 
access  and  marketing  problems 

Under  an  initiative  developed  by  the  U.S. 
Agricultural  Minister-Counselor's  office  in 
Tokyo,  two  high-level  Japanese  produce  import 
representatives  visited  the  United  States  from 
October  31 -November  9  to  focus  on  marketing 
opportunities  in  Japan  for  lettuce  and 
tomatoes.  They  were  accompanied  by  an  FAS 
Agricultural  Attache  and  FAS  Agricultural 
Specialist.  The  team  visited  lettuce  production 
areas  in  California  and  Arizona,  and  met  with 
industry  leaders  to  explore  ways  of  addressing 
and  minimizing  the  ongoing  fumigation 
problem.  The  team  then  traveled  to  Florida  to 
visit  tomato-producing  areas  and  discuss  with 
industry  representatives  procedures  for  raising 
the  overall  quality  of  product  which  is  being 
delivered  to  the  Japanese  market.  Advances 
on  both  the  lettuce  and  tomato  issues  could 
lead  to  significant  increases  in  exports  to  Japan 
of  these  high  value  products. 


government  has  reached  an  agreement  with 
Lebanon  to  allow  Lebanese  apple  exports  into 
the  Egyptian  market  at  a  zero  tariff  starting 
January  1,  1999.  Lebanon  will  reciprocate  by 
allowing  Egypt  to  resume  its  potato  exports. 
U.S.  exporters  are  concerned  that  this  tariff 
exemption  will  have  serious  implications  for 
U.S.  apple  exports  to  Egypt,  which  have  been 
steadily  growing  in  the  last  few  years. 
Currently,  Egypt  applies  a  55  percent  tariff  on 
fresh  apples  of  all  origins.  With  a  zero  tariff, 
Lebanese  apples  are  expected  to  have  a 
significant  competitive  price  advantage  over 
U.S.  apples.  U.S.  apple  exports  to  Egypt  in  MY 
1997/98  totaled  4,630  tons,  valued  at  $2.7 
million,  increasing  more  than  400  percent  since 
MY  1993/94. 

U.S.  apple  industry  to  pursue  apple  juice 
concentrate  antidumping  case 

The  U.S.  Apple  Association's  Board  of  Trustees 
endorsed  on  November  18  a  proposal  to 
proceed  with  preparing  an  antidumping  case 
against  foreign  suppliers  of  low-cost  apple  juice 
concentrate.  The  association  is  now  in  the 
process  of  forming  the  "Coalition  for  Fair 
Apple-Juice  Concentrate  Trade,"  which  will 
fund  and  direct  the  process  of  developing  and 
filing  the  antidumping  petition  with  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Commerce.  According  to 
Census  Bureau  data,  imports  of  apple  juice 
concentrate  from  China  totaled  29  million 
gallons  for  the  period  January-September 
1998,  100  percent  more  than  the  same  period 
last  year.  On  the  other  hand,  import  prices  for 
Chinese  product  have  decreased  from  an 
average  of  $1.40  per  gallon  in  1997  to  67 
cents  per  gallon  in  1998.  Other  countries, 
such  as  Hungary,  Chile,  and  Argentina,  have 
also  lowered  their  prices,  presumably  in  an 
effort  to  maintain  their  share  of  the  American 
market  against  lower-priced  competition. 
Several  U.S.  apple-juice  processing  plants  have 
reportedly  been  forced  to  cease  operations  in 
recent  months,  including  plants  in  North 
Carolina  and  New  York. 


Egyptian  agreement  with  Lebanon  on  apple 
imports

USDA  Announces  West  Africa  and  Tunisia 
GSM-102  Programs  and  Amends  Brazil,  Jordan, 
Mexico  and  Andean  Programs 

On  October  26,  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  (USDA)  authorized  $52  million  in 
credit  guarantees  for  sales  of  U.S.  agricultural 
commodities  to  the  West  Africa  Region  under 
the  GSM-102  for  fiscal  year  1999.  The  West 
Africa  Region  includes  Benin,  Burkina  Faso, 
Cameroon,  Cape  Verde,  Central  African 
Republic,  Congo,  Cote  d'Ivoire,  Gabon, 
Gambia,  Ghana,  Guinea-Bissau,  Guinea,  Liberia, 
Mali,  Mauritania,  Nigeria,  Senegal,  Sierra 
Leone,  and  Togo. 

On  November  5,  USDA  authorized  $20  million 
in  credit  guarantees  for  sales  of  U.S. 
agricultural  commodities  to  Tunisia  under  the 
GSM-102  program  for  fiscal  year  1999. 

Exporters  may  apply  for  credit  guarantees  for 
the  West  Africa  Region  and  Tunisia  GSM-102 
programs,  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis  to 
cover  sales  of  any  of  the  commodities  specified 
in  the  GSM  list  published  in  FAS  announcement 
PR  0434-98,  issued  September  8,  1998,  or  as 
superseded.  The  following  horticultural 
products  are  eligible  under  the  export  credit 
guarantee  programs  for  FY  1999:  dried  fruit; 
fresh  fruit;  100  percent  fruit  juices;  fruit  and 
vegetable  concentrates,  pastes,  pulps  and 
purees;  honey;  hops  or  hops  extract;  tree  nuts 
canned  vegetables;  dried  vegetables;  wine;  and 
brandy. 

In  addition,  USDA  also  amended  the  Brazil, 
Jordan,  and  Andean  Region  GSM-102 
programs.  On  October  1 9,  USDA  amended  the 
Brazil  GSM-102  program  to  include  eligible 
banks  in  the  Cayman  Islands.  Any  CCC- 
approved  Nassau  branch  of  an  Andean  Region 
or  Brazilian  bank,  or  any  Cayman  Island  branch 
of  a  CCC-approved  Brazilian  bank  is  eligible. 
Exporters  are  advised  to  obtain  from  their 
foreign  buyer  the  name  of  the  CCC-approved 
foreign  bank  that  will  be  opening  the  letter  of 


On  October  28,  USDA  amended  the  Jordan 
GSM-102  program  to  include  fresh  fruit  as  an 
eligible  commodity.  The  following  fresh  fruit 
are  eligible:  apples,  apricots,  avocados, 
blueberries,  cherries,  grapefruit,  grapes,  kiwi, 
lemons,  melons,  nectarines,  oranges,  peaches, 
pears,  plums,  raspberries,  strawberries,  and 
tangerines.  All  other  terms  and  conditions 
previously  announced,  pertinent  to  Jordan's 
GSM-102  program,  in  PR  0524-98  remain  the 
same. 

On  November  5,  USDA  amended  the  Andean 
Region  GSM-102  program  to  include  Ecuador 
as  an  eligible  banking  and  destination  country. 
All  other  terms  and  conditions  previously 
announced  remain  the  same.  The  previous 
program  announcement  pertinent  to  the 
Andean  Region's  GSM-102  program  is  PR 
0533-98. 

The  GSM-102  program  makes  available 
financing  for  the  sales  of  U.S.  agricultural 
commodities  overseas.  USDA  does  not  provide 
financing,  but  guarantees  payments  due  from 
foreign  banks.  USDA  typically  guarantees  98 
percent  of  the  principal  and  a  portion  of  the 
interest.  The  GSM-102  program  covers  credit 
terms  from  90  days  to  3  years. 

Under  the  program,  once  a  firm  sale  exists,  the 
qualified  U.S.  exporter  applies  for  a  payment 
guarantee  before  the  date  of  export.  The  U.S. 
exporter  pays  a  fee  calculated  on  the  dollar 
amount  guaranteed,  based  on  a  schedule  of 
rates  applicable  to  different  lengths  of  credit 
periods.  The  CCC-approved  foreign  bank 
issues  a  dollar-denominated,  irrevocable  letter 
of  credit  in  favor  of  the  U.S.  exporter,  ordinarily 
advised  or  confirmed  by  the  financial  institution 
in  the  United  States  agreeing  to  extend  credit 
to  the  foreign  bank.  The  U.S.  exporter  may 
negotiate  an  arrangement  to  be  paid  as  exports 
occur  by  assigning  the  U.S.  financial  institution 
the  right  to  proceeds  that  may  become  payable 
under  the  guarantee,  and  later  presenting 
required  documents  to  that  financial  institution. 
Such  documents  normally  include  a  copy  of  the 
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export  report. 

If  a  foreign  bank  fails  to  make  any  payment  as 
agreed,  the  exporter  or  the  assignee  may  file  a 
claim  with  USDA  for  the  amounts  due  and 
covered  by  the  guarantee.  USDA  will  pay  the 
U.S.  bank  and  will  take  on  the  responsibility 
of  collecting  the  overdue  amount  from  the 
foreign  bank.

USDA  Amends  Supplier  Credit  Guarantees  to 
Mexico 

On  October  29,  USDA  amended  the  Supplier 
Credit  Guarantee  Program  (SCGP)  for  Mexico 
for  fiscal  year  1999  to  change  the  terms  of 
coverage.  The  terms  of  coverage  are  amended 
to  offer  coverage  only  on  a  f.a.s.  or  f.o.b. 
basis,  in  accordance  with  section 
1493.410(t)(1 ).  Coverage  is  not  available 
under  this  announcement  for  maritime,  air 
freight,  or  insurance  costs.  Coverage  up  to  50 
percent  of  the  principal  is  offered  on  credit 
terms  of  15,  20,  30,  45,  60,  90,  120,  150, 
and  1 80  days.  No  interest  coverage  is  offered 
under  this  announcement.  The  previous 
program  announcement  pertinent  to  Mexico's 
SCGP  is  PR  0497-98. 

The  SCGP  is  unique  because  it  covers  short¬ 
term  financing  extended  directly  by  U.S. 
exporters  to  foreign  buyers  and  requires  that 
the  importers  sign  a  promissory  note  in  case  of 
default  on  the  CCC-backed  payment  guarantee. 
The  SCGP  emphasizes  high-value  and  value- 
added  products,  but  may  include  commodities 
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or  products  that  also  have  been  programmed 
under  the  GSM-102  program. 

The  table  on  page  13  presents  the  FY  1999 
SCGPs  for  which  USDA  has  authorized  credit 
guarantees  for  sales  of  U.S.  horticultural 
products  as  of  November  27,  1998.  Additional 
information  about  the  SCGP,  regulations, 
country  specific  press  releases  and  program 
announcements,  and  a  Monthly  Summary  of 
Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program  Activity  may 
be  accessed  on  the  Internet  at:

The  Agricultural  Trade  Office  in  Sao  Paulo 
maintains  its  forecast  for  Sao  Paulo's  1 998/99 
orange  crop  at  320  million  boxes,  24  percent 
below  the  previous  year's  output.  The  total 
Brazilian  orange  juice  production  for  1998/99 
has  been  increased  by  15  percent  to  1.07 
million  tons,  based  on  a  higher  volume  of 
oranges  delivered  for  processing  in  Sao  Paulo 
than  earlier  expected.  The  1998/99  estimate 
for  oranges  for  processing  in  the  state  of  Sao 
Paulo  has  been  revised  upward  from  225  to 
255  million  40.8  kilo  boxes.  The  estimate  for 
domestic  orange  consumption  in  Sao  Paulo  has 


been  reduced  by  32  percent,  due  to  the  higher 
volume  of  fruit  delivered  for  processing. 
Brazil's  orange  juice  export  forecast  for 
1 998/99  was  increased  by  1 3  percent  to  1.18 
million  tons  (65  degrees  brix),  based  on  the 
larger  production  estimate.

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NORTHERN  HEMISPHERE  FRESH  PEAR  SITUATION 


Pear  production  in  selected  Northern  Hemisphere  countries  in  1998/99  is 
forecast  at  11.4  million  metric  tons,  up  8  percent  from  1997/98.  Increased 
output  in  China  and  Italy  will  more  than  offset  reduced  harvests  in  some  other 
leading  producers,  such  as  the  United  States.  Northern  Hemisphere  pear  exports 
in  1 998/99  are  forecast  at  920,580  metric  tons,  practically  unchanged  from  the 
previous  season's  shipments.  U.S.  pear  exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at 
155,000  tons,  6  percent  below  the  record  1997/98  shipments.  Reduced 
production  in  the  states  of  Washington,  California,  and  Oregon,  which  are  the 
major  U.S.  pear  exporters;  improved  production  prospects  in  some  EU 
countries;  and  the  economic  problems  facing  Asia  will  likely  hamper  U.S.  pear 
exports  in  1998/99. 


Northern  Hemisphere  pear  supplies  to  increase 
in  1998/99 

Increased  pear  production  in  the  Northern 
Hemisphere  in  1998/99  mainly  reflects  larger 
crops  in  China,  the  world's  leading  pear 
producing  country,  and  Italy,  the  principal 
producer  in  the  European  Union  (EU).  Good 
weather  conditions  across  China's  deciduous 
fruit  growing  areas  (Shandong,  Shaanxi,  Henan, 
and  Liaoning  provinces)  is  expected  to  boost 
Chinese  pear  production  in  1998/99.  Italy's 
1998/99  pear  crop  is  forecast  to  increase  67 
percent  from  the  1997/98  weather-reduced 
crop.  Italian  pear  production  in  1997/98  was 
drastically  reduced  by  severe  frost  damage  in 
the  spring  of  1997.  On  the  other  hand,  pear 
production  in  the  United  States  in  1998/99  is 
forecast  to  decrease  12  percent  from  the 
1997/98  output.  Smaller  pear  crops  are 
forecast  in  the  states  of  Washington, 
California,  and  Oregon,  due  partly  to  cool,  wet 
weather  during  bloom  and  pollination. 
Washington,  California,  and  Oregon  account  for 
more  than  95  percent  of  total  U.S.  pear 
production. 


The  1997/98  U.S.  pear  crop  ended  as  the 
second  largest  on  record 

U.S.  pear  production  last  season  (1997/98) 
was  27  percent  above  1996/97  season's 
output  and  close  to  the  1994/95  record  of 
949,052  tons.  An  excellent  spring  and  early 
summer  weather  in  the  three  major  U.S. 
producing  states  (Washington,  California,  and 
Oregon)  boosted  U.S.  production  of  good 
quality  fruit  in  1997/98.  Bartlett  varieties 
account  for  more  than  half  of  total  U.S.  pear 
production  and  are  primarily  used  for  canning, 
although  some  reach  the  fresh  market, 
especially  early  in  the  season.  California  (with 
an  average  of  250,000  tons  annually)  accounts 
for  half  of  the  U.S.  Bartlett  pear  production. 
Anjou  pears  are  the  second  largest  grown 
variety,  accounting  for  30  percent  of  total  U.S. 
output.  Anjou  and  other  winter  pear  varieties 
are  intended  mostly  for  the  fresh  domestic  and 
export  markets.  Pears  are  the  sixth  largest 
U.S.  fruit  industry.  The  1997/98  production 
value  of  the  U.S.  pear  crop  is  estimated  at 
about  $300  million  or  3  percent  of  the  U.S. 
total  fruit  production  value. 
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Northern  Hemisphere  1998/99  pear  exports 
forecast  to  remain  at  1997/98  levels 

Northern  Hemisphere  pear  exports  in  1998/99 
are  forecast  at  920,580  tons,  practically 
unchanged  from  the  previous  season's 
shipments.  Increased  exportable  supplies  from 
China  and  Italy  will  likely  be  offset  by  lower 
shipments  from  the  United  States.  Italy's  pear 
exports  are  forecast  to  recover  to  about 
170,000  tons  in  1998/99.  Italian  pear 
shipments  declined  significantly  last  season  as 
exportable  supplies  were  hampered  by  a 
smaller  crop.  China's  pear  exports  in  1998/99 
are  forecast  to  increase  to  130,000  tons,  the 
result  of  a  larger  crop.  On  the  other  hand,  U.S. 
pear  shipments  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at 
1  55,000  tons,  down  6  percent  from  the  record 
165,000  tons  shipped  in  1997/98.  Reduced 
production  in  the  states  of  Washington, 
California,  and  Oregon,  major  U.S.  pear 
exporters,  improved  production  prospects  in 
some  EU  countries,  and  the  economic  problems 
facing  Asia  will  likely  slow  down  U.S.  pear 
exports  in  1998/99.  Italy,  the  United  States, 
and  China  combined  account  for  about  half  of 
Northern  Hemisphere  pear  exports  in  1998/99. 

U.S.  pear  exports  set  a  record  in  1997/98 

U.S.  pear  exports  in  marketing  year  1997/98 
(July-June  )  reached  a  record  165,000  metric 
tons,  valued  at  a  record  $90.4  million,  up  38 
percent  in  quantity,  and  21  percent  in  value 
from  last  season.  A  much  larger  U.S.  crop, 
ample  supplies  of  good  quality  fruit,  lower 
export  prices,  reduced  EU  production,  and 
market  promotion  efforts  under  the  Market 
Access  Program  assisted  in  expanding  U.S. 
pear  exports  in  1997/98.  The  leading  pear 
producing  and  exporting  states  of  Washington 
and  Oregon  benefitted  most  from  this  increase 
in  exports.  Shipments  to  the  largest  U.S. 
markets,  Canada  (valued  at  $32.3  million)  and 
Mexico  (valued  at  $24.7  million),  were  up  2 
percent  and  65  percent,  respectively. 
Increased  sales  were  also  reported  in  Sweden, 
the  Netherlands,  and  the  United  Kingdom. 


On  the  downside,  sales  to  Brazil,  the  third 
largest  U.S.  market,  decreased  3  percent  to 
1  7,506  tons,  valued  at  $7.6  million  (compared 
to  $8  million  in  the  1996/97  season).  U.S. 
pear  exports  to  key  Asian  markets  like  Taiwan 
and  Indonesia  were  below  those  of  the  same 
period  in  1996/97,  due  to  ongoing  economic 
difficulties  in  the  region.  For  example,  U.S. 
pear  exports  to  the  largest  Asian  market, 
Taiwan,  were  off  1  5  percent  in  quantity  and  34 
percent  in  value  in  1997/98. 

The  share  of  U.S.  pear  exports  as  a  percentage 
of  total  production  has  increased  dramatically 
in  recent  years;  from  5  percent  in  1988/89  to 
more  than  15  percent  in  1997/98.  The 
completion  of  trade  agreements,  combined  with 
a  plateau  in  domestic  demand  and  more 
promotion  efforts,  have  boosted  U.S.  pear 
exports.  Canada  and  Mexico  together  account 
for  over  half  of  U.S.  pear  shipments.  Countries 
in  the  EU,  Brazil,  and  Taiwan  are  also  important 
markets.  U.S.  pear  exports  face  stiff 
competition  from  the  EU,  Argentina,  Chile,  and 
South  Africa.  Nevertheless,  continued  supplies 
of  good  quality  fruit,  strong  demand  from 
leading  customers,  and  market  promotion 
efforts  should  continue  to  boost  U.S.  pear  sales 
in  foreign  markets.

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Hazelnut  Situation  and  Outlook 


Hazelnut  production  (in-shell  equivalent)  in  four  selected  countries  in  1998/99  is 
forecast  to  increase  23  percent  to  752,970  metric  tons.  Production  increases  in 
Turkey,  the  world's  largest  producer,  and  Italy,  more  than  offset  decreases  in  Spain 
and  the  United  States.  Total  exports  from  selected  countries  in  1998/99  are 
forecast  to  increase  9  percent  to  448,000  tons.  Expanded  exports  from  Turkey 
and  Italy  are  expected  to  more  than  offset  reduced  shipments  from  the  United 
States  and  Spain.  U.S.  hazelnut  exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at  14,000  tons, 
45  percent  below  the  previous  year's  shipments,  based  on  the  sharply  lower 
domestic  harvest. 


United  States 

U.S.  hazelnut  production  in  1998/99  is  forecast 
at  14,970  tons,  in-shell  basis,  down  65  percent 
from  the  previous  year's  harvest,  due  to  a  light¬ 
bearing  crop  year  and  weather-related  problems. 
Virtually  all  the  expected  production  will  originate 
from  Oregon,  except  for  an  estimated  50  tons 
from  Washington. 

U.S.  hazelnut  exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast 
45  percent  below  the  previous  year's  shipments, 
due  to  the  smaller  harvest.  U.S.  Hazelnut 
exports  will  also  face  increased  competition  in 
international  markets  from  Turkey,  which  has 
larger  exportable  supplies  this  season. 

Turkey 

Turkey  is  by  far  the  world's  leading  producer  of 
hazelnuts,  accounting  for  more  than  75  percent 
of  world  supplies.  The  1998/99  season  is 
expected  to  yield  a  bumper  hazelnut  crop,  with 
production  projected  at  600,000  tons,  about  25 
percent  higher  than  the  previous  year.  Weather 
conditions  were  very  favorable  during  the  early 
growing  season.  However,  hot  and  dry  weather 
during  July  and  August  in  most  areas  reduced 
yields  below  initial  expectations. 

Turkey  is  the  world's  largest  hazelnut  exporter, 
accounting  for  more  than  80  percent  of  world 
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trade.  In  1998/99  exports  are  forecast  at 
375,000  tons,  7  percent  above  the  previous 
year's  shipments,  based  on  the  larger  harvest. 
Europe  is  the  major  market  for  Turkish  hazelnuts. 
However,  Turkey  is  looking  to  expand  its  exports 
to  the  Far  East,  former  Soviet  Union  countries, 
and  the  United  States.  About  four  fifths  of 
Turkey's  hazelnut  exports  comprise  raw  kernels 
and  the  remaining  one  fifth  consists  of  processed 
kernels,  including  roasted,  sliced,  chopped, 
paste,  meal,  and  flour.  Very  few  hazelnuts  are 
exported  as  finished  consumer  confectionary 
items.  The  trend,  however,  is  to  move  from  raw 
exports  to  processed  and  finished  products  to 
capture  increased  value  added.  One  constraint 
to  increasing  exports  of  hazelnut  confectionary 
items  is  the  relatively  low  quality  of  Turkish 
chocolate  (an  important  base  for  hazelnut 
products)  compared  to  European  chocolate. 

The  hazelnut  support  price  for  marketing  year 
1 998/99  was  announced  on  August  1 0,  1 998  at 
2.26  U.S.  dollars  per  kilogram.  While  this 
announced  support  price  is  viewed  as  an 
attractive  one,  the  key  question  is  whether 
FISKOBIRLIK  (The  Union  of  Hazelnut  Sales 
Cooperatives)  will  be  provided  with  funds  to 
purchase  significant  quantities  of  hazelnuts.  The 
Government  of  Turkey  has  reportedly  promised 
to  provide  about  TL1  50  trillion  (about  500  million 
U.S.  dollars)  in  funding  for  the  procurement  of 
200,000  tons  of  hazelnuts  from  the  1998/99 
crop.  This  level  would  be  substantially  higher 
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than  the  64,500  tons  (150  million  U.S.  dollars) 
which  FISTOBIRLIK  procured  in  1997/98. 

FISKOBIRLIK  currently  holds  about  1  25,OOOtons 
of  hazelnut  stocks,  with  64,500  tons  from  the 
1 997/98  crop  and  the  remainder  from  1  996/97. 
FISKOBIRLIK  has  announced  that  the  1996/97 
stocks  will  be  crushed  for  oil  or  donated  to 
military  and  schools.  It  is  not  clear  yet  what  the 
policy  will  be  for  the  MY  1997/98  carry  over. 


competition  from  Turkey.  However,  larger 
production  in  1 998/99  and  the  European  Union's 
suspension  of  a  supplementary  zero  duty  import 
quota  for  Turkey  should  result  in  sharply 
increased  Italian  hazelnut  exports.

Spain 

The  1998/99  filbert  crop  in  Spain  is  forecast  at 
8,000  tons,  well  below  the  1 997/98  record  crop 
of  18,900  tons.  The  expected  decrease  is 
attributed  to  the  normal  fluctuation  in  the 
production  cycle  of  the  orchards  and  to  adverse 
growing  conditions.  Reflecting  the  smaller  crop 
in  1998/99,  imports  are  expected  to  increase 
while  exports  are  forecast  to  decline. 

The  bulk  of  Spain's  hazelnut  crop  is  consumed 
domestically  in  shelled  form.  The  confectionery 
and  chocolate  industries  use  about  60  to  70 
percent  of  domestic  supplies. 

U.S.  hazelnut  exports  to  Spain  represent  about  7 
percent  of  total  hazelnut  imports  into  Spain. 
While  U.S.  exports  have  grown  modestly  over 
the  past  few  years,  U.S.  suppliers  continue  to 
face  heavy  competition  from  lower-priced 
Turkish  hazelnuts,  who  supply  about  a  70 
percent  of  Spain's  imports.  Nevertheless,  large, 
good  quality  U.S.  hazelnuts  continue  to  have 
potential  for  growth. 

Italy 

Hazelnut  production  in  1998/99  is  forecast  at 
130,000  tons  (in-shell  basis),  69  percent  above 
the  previous  year's  output.  Weather  conditions 
this  year  were  generally  favorable  in  all  the  major 
producing  areas.  Last  year's  crop  was  adversely 
affected  by  a  frost  in  April,  1997. 

Italian  hazelnut  exports  in  1997/98  were  down 
sharply  due  to  a  smaller  harvest  and  increased

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Raisin  Situation  in  Selected  Countries 


The  1998/99  raisin/sultana  pack  in  the  major  commercial  producing  countries  of  the 
Northern  Hemisphere  is  forecast  at  564,000  tons  (packed-weight  basis),  off  16  percent 
from  1997/98,  Significant  pack  increases  in  Turkey,  Greece,  and  Mexico  will  likely  be 
offset  by  a  35-percent  decrease  in  U.S.  raisin  output  from  last  season's  record  crop. 
Northern  Hemisphere  exports  are  forecast  to  decrease  by  less  than  1  percent  in  1998/99 
based  on  lower  exports  from  the  United  States.  Exports  are  expected  to  increase  from  all 
selected  Northern  Hemisphere  countries  except  the  United  States.  U.S.  raisin  exports  in 
1997/98  increased  by  2  percent.  Major  U.S.  markets  include  the  United  Kingdom,  Japan, 
Canada,  Germany  and  growing  markets  like  Brazil  and  the  Philippines.  U.S.  raisin  exports 
in  1998/99  are  forecast  to  decrease  17  percent,  based  on  smaller  exportable  supplies. 


Northern  Hemisphere  Countries 

Turkey 

Record  production  expected  in  1998/99 

The  1 998/99  sultana  pack  in  Turkey  is  forecast 
at  250,000  tons,  up  4  percent  from  1997/98, 
due  to  favorable  weather  and  increases  in 
planted  area.  The  quality  of  the  crop  is 
considered  excellent  and  continuing  to  improve, 
due  to  better  irrigation  and  other  agricultural 
practices.  The  production  area  has  been 
increasing  in  recent  years,  due  to  strong 
international  demand  for  raisins  and  domestic 
demand  for  fresh  seedless  grapes.  These 
grapes  account  for  one  third  of  all  grapes  and 
are  located  in  the  provinces  of  Izmir,  Manisa, 
and  Denizli. 

Record  exports  expected  for  the  second 
straight  year  in  1998/99 

In  1998/99  Turkish  sultana  exports  are 
forecast  to  rise  by  4  percent  to  a  record 
200,000  tons,  due  to  the  larger  harvest  and 
excellent  quality  of  the  crop.  The  EU  remains 
the  most  important  market  for  Turkish  sultanas 
(especially  the  United  Kingdom,  Germany,  the 
Netherlands,  Italy  and  France).  Turkish  sultana 


exports  will  likely  benefit  from  the  elimination 
of  the  EU  minimum  import  price  (MIP)  system 
in  1998.  The  industry  plans  to  increases 
shipments  of  consumer-packaged  raisins  , 
which  currently  has  a  duty  charged  at  a  higher 
rate  than  bulk  shipments.  Outside  of  the 
European  Union,  Australia  and  Brazil  are 
important  export  markets  for  Turkish  sultanas. 

Turkish  domestic  consumption  in  1998/99  is 
forecast  to  increase  8  percent  to  40,000  tons 
due  to  the  larger  available  supply.  In  recent 
years  reduced  procurement  of  sultanas 
obtained  by  TEKEL,  the  state  liquor  monopoly, 
for  distillation  has  occurred  due  to  the  high 
export  demand  for  raisins  in  overseas  markets. 
TEKEL  is  expected  to  purchase  approximately 
20,000  tons  of  sultanas  in  1998/99.  About 
half  of  this  purchase  will  be  from  farmers  and 
the  rest  from  TARIS'  stocks.  In  addition,  it  is 
estimated  that  approximately  5,000  tons  of 
lower-priced  sultanas  have  entered  Turkey 
from  Iran  through  unofficial  border  trade. 

Greece 

Phylloxera  problem  is  nearly  resolved  and 
production  could  rise  to  more  normal  levels  in 
1998/99 
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The  1998/99  sultana  pack  is  forecast  at 
42,000  tons,  47  percent  above  last  year's 
revised  output  of  28,500  tons.  Crop  quality  is 
considered  satisfactory.  The  Phylloxera 
Recovery  Program  is  replacing  vineyards  with 
Phylloxera-resistant  root  stock.  By  the  year 
2000,  the  government  projects  that  85  to  90 
percent  of  the  vines  on  Crete  (the  main 
production  area)  will  be  replaced  with  new 
plants.  Production  is  expected  to  stabilize  near 
55,000  to  60,000  tons  over  the  next  few 
years. 

Minimum  import  prices  will  be  eliminated  in  the 
sultana  trade  in  1998  by  the  EU,  with  a 
complete  phase  out  planned  by  the  year  2000. 
Local  cooperatives  will  set  the  minimum  prices 
as  they  relate  to  market  conditions.  In  general 
the  Greek  industry  has  noted  that  the  previous 
system  of  minimum  prices  has  tended  to 
decrease  prices  by  favoring  EU  imports  of 
lower  priced  Turkish  sultanas. 

The  EU  is  now  providing  direct  income  support 
to  farmers  based  on  their  average  production 
levels.  The  level  in  1998  was  1,110,000 
Drs/Ha  ($3,791)  for  farms  with  a  minimum 
yield  of  2,800  Kg/Ha.  In  1998  the  minimum 
grower  price  was  set  by  the  Cooperative 
Unions  at  170  Drs/kg  (for  grade  No.  4). 
($1.00  US  =  298.7  Drs)  In  addition,  the  EU  is 
providing  a  program  designed  to  improve 
quality  and  sales  of  Greek  sultanas.  This 
season  the  program  included  the  provision  of 
100,000  plastic  containers  to  be  used  to  pack 
the  product  instead  of  sacks.  The  program 
began  in  1996  and  had  an  initial  funding  level 
of  $1.6  million  and  is  operated  by  KSOS,  the 
Cooperative  organization  in  Crete. 

Greek  exports  to  rebound  in  1998/99 

About  90  percent  of  Greek  sultana  production 
is  exported.  Greek  exports  of  sultanas  in 
1998/99  are  expected  to  increase  37  percent 
to  37,000  tons.  Major  markets  for  Greek 
sultanas  include,  Germany,  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  France.  When  the  supply  of 
Greek  sultanas  increases,  the  industry  hopes  to 
expand  sales  to  former  and  new  markets.  The 
Greek  Government  can  promote  sultanas 


through  the  Export  Promotion  Organization 
(OPE).  Competition  from  Turkey  and  Iran 
however,  is  expected  to  be  strong  and  there 
are  already  concerns  about  oversupply  due  to 
large  crops  this  year  in  both  those  two 
countries. 

Mexico 

Raisin  production  in  1998/99  is  forecast  to 
increase  22  percent  to  22,000  tons,  due  to 
favorable  weather  during  the  growing  season. 
Some  lower  quality  fresh  grapes  were  also 
diverted  to  raisin  production.  Crop  quality 
overall  is  expected  to  be  lower  in  1998/99 
because  of  heavy  rains  during  the  drying 
season.  Production  mainly  occurs  in  Sonora, 
and  to  a  lesser  extent  in  Baja  California. 
Thompson  grapes  make  up  90  per  cent  of 
production. 

In  1998/99,  exports  are  expected  to  rise  by 
25  percent  to  10,000  tons,  based  on  increased 
supplies.  The  majority  of  export  quality  raisins 
are  exported  to  the  United  States,  with  a 
smaller  amount  shipped  to  Canada.  Mexican 
processors  then  import  lower  quality  raisins 
(mostly  from  Chile)  to  meet  internal  demand 
needs.  Export  prices  are  reported  as  good  in 
1998/99  and  approximate  U.S.$0.60  per 
pound. 

Mexico  is  expected  to  reduce  its  imports  of 
raisins  in  1998/99,  due  to  the  larger  harvest. 
The  United  States  and  Chile  compete  to  export 
raisins  to  Mexico,  although  Chilean  product 
has  a  significantly  lower  price  range.  Mexico, 
which  has  limited  storage  space,  usually  begins 
importing  Chilean  raisins  in  February,  when 
supplies  are  low.  Over  the  next  few  years, 
Mexico  is  likely  to  import  more  Chilean  raisins 
under  the  Mexico-Chile  Free  Trade  Agreement. 

Domestic  consumption  in  Mexico  in  1 998/99  is 
expected  to  approximate  last  year's  level. 
Limited  consumer  purchasing  power  has 
contributed  to  stable  consumption  trends. 
Bakeries  and  food  processors  continue  to  be 
the  largest  users  of  Mexican  raisins.  Christmas 
and  Easter  are  the  most  important  seasons  for 
raisins.  Imported  raisins  (except  from  the 
United  States  and  Chile,  which  both  have  a 
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zero  tariff  rate)  are  assessed  an  import  tariff  of 
20  percent  (0806.20.01). 


United  States 

Production  to  decrease  sharply  in  1998/99 

Raisin  output  in  1 998/99  is  projected  to  be  off 
35  percent  to  250,000  tons,  packed  weight 
basis.  El  Nino  influenced  weather  problems 
that  delayed  the  season  are  expected  to 
contribute  to  the  decrease.  The  first  official 
estimate  of  the  1998/99  raisin  pack  in  the 
United  States  will  be  released  by  the  USDA's 
National  Agricultural  Statistics  Service  in 
January  1998. 

Raisin  exports  to  decrease  in  1998/99  and  the 
United  Kingdom  overtakes  Japan  as  the  largest 
importer 

U.S.  raisin  exports  are  forecast  to  decrease  to 
100,000  tons  in  1998/99  due  to  an  expected 
smaller  harvest.  U.S.  raisin  exports  in  1 997/98 
totaled  120,614  tons,  2  percent  above 
1 996/97  volume  and  were  valued  at  over  $204 
million.  The  United  Kingdom,  Japan,  Canada, 
and  Germany  were  the  largest  four  markets, 
respectively. 

The  United  Kingdom  became  the  California 
industry's  largest  export  market  in  1997/98. 
U.S.  raisin  exports  in  1997/98  to  the  United 
Kingdom  rose  to  26,270  tons,  6  percent  above 
the  1996/97  volume,  and  valued  at  over  $45 
million.  The  U.S.  industry  has  been  able  to 
make  the  United  Kingdom  its  top  market  by 
focusing  on  new  and  varied  uses  for  raisins  and 
by  focusing  on  new  users. 

The  economic  recession  in  Japan  contributed  to 
a  12  percent  decrease  in  Japanese  imports  in 
1997/98.  Shipments  to  Japan  were  valued  at 
$37.8  million.  Despite  these  problems,  U.S. 
raisins  have  maintained  a  high  market  share  in 
Japan  in  recent  years.  The  U.S.  industry  uses 
a  three  prong  approach  to  promotion  in  the 
Japanese  market,  aiming  its  program  at 
institutions  (hotels,  schools),  manufacturers, 
and  consumers.  This  strategy  has  enabled 
U.S.  raisin  exports  to  remain  strong  despite  a 
slow  economy,  currency  fluctuations,  and 
increased  competition.  The  U.S.  industry's  goal 
is  to  increase  knowledge  of  U.S.  raisins 
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through  consumer  activities  and  educational 
materials.  Future  goals  of  this  industry  will 
likely  include  increasing  domestic  and 
international  awareness  and  consumption  of 
raisins/sultanas  in  traditional  and  new  markets. 

This  includes  educating  the  global  consumer 
about  the  role  raisins  play  in  a  healthy  diet, 
especially  for  children  and  about  the  numerous 
and  varied  uses  of  raisins  in  all  of  the  food 
sectors. 

Activities  to  increase  the  awareness  of  raisins 
include:  development  of  new  products,  offering 
educational  seminars,  technical  seminars  to 
expand  the  use  of  raisins  by  the  baking 
industry,  product  development  contests,  trade 
ads,  consumer  advertising,  and  in-store 
promotions.  These  activities  are  designed  to 
ultimately  provide  a  high-quality  product  to 
consumers. 

Despite  Asian  crisis,  other  markets  signal 
export  opportunities 

Other  markets  showed  promising  growth  in 
1997/98.  Canada  increased  imports  4  percent 
to  nearly  12,000  tons  with  a  value  of  almost 
$23  million.  Germany,  a  market  which  had 
been  slowing,  increased  imports  21  percent  to 
7,191  tons.  Brazil,  an  interesting  new  market 
has  expanded  imports  by  171  percent  in 
1997/98.  In  addition,  most  Scandinavian 
countries  either  maintained  or  expanded 
imports  in  1997/98.  Problems  in  Asia  also  did 
not  deter  the  Philippines  from  increasing  U.S. 
raisin  imports  by  48  percent. 

U.S.  consumption  of  raisins  increased  11 
percent  in  1997/98  to  219,678  tons. 
Increased  supplies  and  lower  prices  contributed 
to  the  increase.  Consumption  in  1998/99  is 
forecast  to  remain  at  last  season's  level  due  to 
tighter  supplies  supplemented  by  the  likely 
drawing  down  of  stocks  to  meet  demand. 


Southern  Hemisphere  Countries 

The  1998/99  forecast  for  the  total  Southern 
Hemisphere  sultana  pack  (harvested  in  early 
1998)  will  be  released  in  July  1999.  The 
Southern  Hemisphere  1997/98  pack  estimate 
has  been  revised  downward,  from  87,750  tons 
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to  86,472  tons  based  on  smaller  than  expected 
harvests  in  Chile  and  South  Africa.  Selected 
country  Southern  Hemisphere  exports  in 
1997/98  have  been  reduced  from  57,800  to 
57,654  tons  based  on  the  lower  supplies. 

Australia 

The  1997/98  sultana  pack  was  revised 
upwards  to  38,500  tons,  due  to  improved 
yields.  This  represents  and  increase  of  55 
percent  above  the  previous  year.  This  season, 
more  sultana  vines  were  replaced  with 
premium  wine  varieties  because  of  continued 
export  demand  for  Australian  wines.  Wine 
exports  are  expected  to  grow  over  the  next 
several  years  and  may  lead  to  a  reduction  in 
winery  demand  for  multi-purpose  grapes.  Those 
grapes  would  likely  be  available  for  dried  fruit 
production. 

Australian  raisin  exports  stable  in  1997/98 

Exports  in  1997/98  approximated  year's  level 
at  1  5,500  tons.  The  larger  harvest  contributed 
to  exports  as  stocks  were  at  relatively  low 
levels  compared  to  the  previous  year.  Primary 
Australian  export  markets  include:  Germany, 
New  Zealand,  Canada  and  the  United  Kingdom. 

South  Africa 

The  1997/98  raisin/sultana  pack  is  estimated 
at  23,472  tons,  down  38  percent  from  the 
previous  year.  Unfavorable  weather  conditions 
during  the  drying  season,  contributed  to  the 
decrease  as  much  of  the  crop  did  not  dry 
properly. 

South  Africa's  raisin/sultana  exports  in 
1997/98  are  estimated  at  19,154  tons,  34 
percent  below  the  previous  year's  shipments 
due  to  reduced  supplies.  Usually  more  than 
70  percent  of  production  is  exported.  South 
Africa's  primary  export  markets  are  the  United 
Kingdom,  Germany,  France,  Japan  and  the 
Netherlands. 

Policy  changes  are  affecting  South  African 
agriculture  this  year.  In  Europe,  the  Minimum 
Import  Price  (MIP)  system  is  being  eliminated 
which  will  benefit  South  Africa  because  of  the 
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current  value  of  the  rand  against  the  European 
currencies.  The  value  of  the  rand  against  the 
stronger  U.S.  dollar  benefits  South  African 
export  sales. 

The  New  Agricultural  Marketing  Act,  Act  46  of 
1996  has  entirely  liberalized  the  South  African 
Agricultural  Marketing  System  to  make  it  a  free 
(versus  controlled)  market  system.  The  Dried 
Fruit  Board  was  phased  out  in  December  of 
1997.  The  South  African  Dried  Fruit 
Cooperative  has  been  converted  into  a  private 
company  and  may  to  some  extent  fill  the  role 
the  board  previously  had.  The  result  is  that 
dried  fruit  producers  now  market  their  products 
without  the  dried  fruit  board.  This  act  is 
expected  to  facilitate  the  entrance  of  new 
traders  in  the  South  African  export/import 
market.
